VISION  AND 
CONFIDENCE 


/^|NE  of  the  greatest  inventions  of  the  modern 
world  is  radar.  Not  since  the  develop- 
ment of  mechanical  power  has  a  greater 
contribution  been  made  to  transportation. 
A  simple  principle,  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
fog-bound  sea  captain  or  a  night  surrounded 
airman,  has  lifted  a  loan  of  imminent  threat 
from  their  minds  and  replaced  it  with  restful 
confidence. 

Yes,  a  simple  principle,  but  an  invaluable 
gift — vision.  Those  men  can  find  confidence 
in  vision  which  reaches  just  beyond  their  per- 
sonal limitations.  Those  men  can  find 
confidence  on  the  same  basis  that  great  men 
have  found  successful  confidence  since  time 
began- 

Brigham  Young  had  confidence.  Scant 
months  after  his  baptism  he  began  a  missionary 
career  that  lasted  until  he  took  over  the  leader- 
ship of  the  Church.  He  followed  the  young  Pro- 
phet with  absolute  obedience  through  even  the 
blackest  days  in  Kirtland  when  only  a  scattered 
handful  dared  to  stand  in  defence  of  Joseph. 
That  devotion  remained  until  the  Prophet's 
death.  Then  Brigham  Young  returned  from 
his  missionary  labours,  and  in  humble  confi- 
dence accepted  the  prophet's  mantle  and  began, 
with  quiet  firmness,  to  lead  the  driven  saints  to 
valleys  of  the  mountains. 

Brigham  Young  had  confidence  because  he 
had  vision.  He  looked  beyond  the  petty 
jealousies  of  Kirtland  and  saw  saints  faithful 
and  happy  under  the  direction  of  Joseph 
Smith.  He  looked  beyond  the  desperate  con- 
fusion of  Carthage  and  Nauvoo  and  saw  a  new 


and  happy  Zion.  He  looked  beyond  the  sage 
brush  and  parched  desert  of  Salt  Lake  Valley 
and  saw  the  steepled  House  of  the  Lord 
surrounded  by  a  blessed  and  prosperous  com- 
munity. 

Yet  Brigham  Young  gained  his  vision  on  a 
very  simple  principle he  looked.  "Under- 
stand men  and  women  as  they  are."  he 
admonished,  "and  not  understand  them  as  you 
are." 

Perhaps  we  could  explain  it  this  way: 

There  are  more  than  500,000  words  in  Web- 
ster's Unabridged  Dictionary.  Words  to  suit 
every  mood,  describe  every  action,  explain 
every  feeling.  Which  of  all  these  words  do  you 
think  would  be  the  most  powerful?  What 
would  you  choose? 

Perhaps  to  discover  the  most  powerful  word 
we  might  turn  to  the  one  who  used  words  most 
powerfully.  ...  Jesus  Christ.  And  we  might 
turn  to  his  most  masterful  discourse.  In  the 
Sermon  on  the  Mount  Christ  used  the  word 
"you"  and  its  derivitives  (thee,  thou,  yours, 
etc.)  more  than  any  other.  Our  Saviour  was 
interested  only  in  others. 

Christ  set  the  example.  If  you  want  vision, 
then  look.  If  you  want  to  see  men's  hearts, 
look  into  them.  Too  often  we  waste  our  time 
so  worried  about  seeing  our  own  heart  and 
showing  it  to  others  that  we  fail  to  look  be- 
yond. We  fail  to  see  the  glorious  vision  that 
awaits  us,  just  on  the  other  side  of  pride  and 
greediness  and  selfish  pity.  And  "when  the 
vision  ceases  the  people  perish." 


//  is  folly  in  the  extreme  for  persons  to  say  that  they  love  God  ;  when  they  do 
not  love  their  brethren  ;  and  it  is  of  no  use  for  them  to  say  that  they  have  confidence 
in  God,  when  they  have  none  in  righteous  men. 

Let  all  Latter-day  Saints  learn  that  the  weaknesses  of  their  brethren  are  not 
sins.  When  men  and  women  undesignedly  commit  a  wrong,  do  not  attribute  that  to 
them  as  a  sin.  Let  us  learn  to  be  compassionate  one  with  another;  let  mercy  and 
kindness  soften  every  angry  and  fretful  temper,  that  we  may  become  long-suffering  and 
beneficial  in  all  our  communications  one  with  another.

DOES  THE  GOSPEL   BRING   BLESSINGS 
OR  CONDEMNATION 

All  victory  and  glory  is  brought  to  pass 
unto  you  through  your  diligence,  faithfulness, 
and  prayers  of  faith.— (D.  &  C.   103:36.) 

This  is  one  of  the  many  promises  given  to 
those  who  call  themselves  "saints"  to  whom 
power  is  given  to  build  the  Kingdom  of  God 
on  earth  according  to  the  plans  of  heaven. 

We  look  upon  the  early  saints  with  admira- 
tion and  thankfulness  for  their  great  faith  and 
diligence  in  laying  the  foundations  of  Zion. 
They  devoted  their  lives  to  following  the  plan 
of  salvation,  which  brough  bitter  persecu- 
tions from  all  sides-  They  could  not  compre- 
hend the  persecution  and  sacrifices  that  were  to 
accompany  them  in  doing  the  will  of  the  Lord. 
Nor  could  they  comprehend  the  blessing  and 
glory  that  would  follow  their  great  works.  They 
did  know  they  were  doing  God's  will,  which 
came  before  all  else. 

Becoming  the  victims  of  vicious  mobs,  they 
were  driven  from  their  homes  into  the  wilder- 
ness, leaving  a  beautiful  city  and  temple.  All 
of  their  plans  and  dreams  were  frustrated,  yet 
they  heeded  the  will  of  the  Lord  and  came 
through  victoriously.  Although  this  was  not 
true  with  all,  as  the  hardships  proved  too 
much.  Many  of  the  leaders  apostatised  and 
became  bitter  enemies  of  the  Church. 

The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  in  giving  advice 
to  Wilford  Woodruff,  John  Taylor  Brigham 
Young  and  other  missionaries  prior  to  their 
missions  in  England,  gave  them  the  reasons 
why  men  turn  away  from  the  commandments 
of  God.  He  then  remarked  that  any  member, 
and  Elder  in  this  Church  and  Kingdom  who 
pursued  a  course  whereby  he  would  ignore  or 
refuse  to  obey  any  known  law  or  command- 
ment or  neglected  any  duty  God  requires  at 
his  hand  in  attending,  meeting  and  obeying 
counsels,  had  laid  a  foundation  to  lead  him 
to  apostasy,  and  this  is  the  reason  some  men 
had  fallen.  He  hoped  they  would  learn  wis- 
dom from  what  they  saw  with  the  eye  and 
heard  with  the  ear,  and  that  they  would  be 
able  to  discern  the  spirit  of  other  men  with- 
out being  compelled  to  learn  by  sad  ex- 
perience. 

How  many  of  us  to-day  would  be  able  to 
withstand  the  trials  of  the  early  Saints? 

Yet,  as  at  all  times,  many  became  rebellious. 


rejecting  the  counsels  of  heaven,  falling  from 
their  position  as  Saints  and  builders  of  God's 
Kingdom.  Instead  of  growing  strong  with 
every  opposition,  they  became  weak  and  a 
slave  to  darkness. 

Logic  and  reason  can  be  presented  in  the 
most  convincing  manner.  Illustrations  prove 
growth  comes  from  work,  and  deterioration 
is  the  work  of  idleness,  yet  some  can  only 
learn  by  sad  experience.  Some  do  not  have 
the  spirit  of  the  gospel,  the  love  for  righteous- 
ness, which  consists  of  working  and  helping 
others. 

Would  we  appreciate  the  gospel  if  every- 
thing was  done  for  us?  Could  we  expect  to 
be  of  any  worth  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  our 
neighbour  or  ourselves? 

Unfortunately  we  always  try  to  find  the  easy 
way  to  accomplish  things  in  life.  We  often 
hear  these  words.  "I  know  the  gospel  is  true, 
but  it  is  to  hard  to  live  its  laws." 

We  should  always  remember  that  the  Lord 
has  never  given  any  law  or  commandment  to 
his  people  without  providing  ways  for  fulfilling 
them.  "I  the  Lord  am  bound  when  ye  do  what 
I  say,  but  when  ye  do  not  what  I  say  ye  have 
no  promise- 
CD  &  C.  82:10) 
To  do  this  means  work  on  our  part.  It 
means  gaining  knowledge,  in  order  to  know 
God's  will.  We  have  to  be  obedient  to  the 
principles  of  his  Gospel.  By  not  doing  these 
things  we  not  only  endanger  ourselves; 
through  our  transgressions,  but  we  also  may 
be  the  cause  of  some  weaker  brothers'  trans- 
gressions. Being  a  stumbling  block  to  others 
and  causing  them  to  lose  their  faith  is  a 
serious  matter.  We  may  repent  ourselves, 
but  we  cannot  repent  for  those  whom  we  may 
cause  to  fall  by  destroying  their  faith. 

Are  we  ready  for  any  test  to  prove  our 
worthiness  as  members  of  this  Church? 

Are  we  preparing  ourselves  to  warn  and 
teach  others? 

This  Kingdom  which  is  being  built  up  is 
indestructible,  and  we  have  the  opportunity 
of  assisting  to  help  build  that  Kingdom.

"OEFORE  I  met  the  missionaries  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  my  knowledge  of  the  "Mormon"  people 
had  been  gained  from  western  novels  and 
stories.  These  had  usually  contained  a  vague 
reference  or  fleeting  description  of  the  "Mor- 
mons", and,  consequently,  I  knew  very  little 
about  the  elders  or  their  background  when  1 
met  them. 

My  first  contact  with  the  "Mormon"  mis- 
sionaries came  when  they  took  accommoda- 
tions at  the  boarding  house  where  I  was  living. 
That  was  about  a  year  ago,  and  little  did  I 
know  that  in  that  short  period  I  would  change 
my  whole  outlook  on  life. 

To  begin,  I  knew  that  two  "Yanks"  had 
come  to  stay,  and  after  a  few  days  I  learned 
that  they  were  "Mormons".  I  thought  to 
myself  that  they  were  from  some  obscure  part 
of  America  and  belonged  to  a  small  group  of 
recluses.  I  certainly  didn't  think  that  they 
were  connected  with  any  sort  of  religion. 

I  soon  noticed  that  they  were  well-mannered 
and  had  some  peculiarities — such  as  drinking 
water  at  meals  instead  of  tea  or  coffee.  I  also 
noticed  that  they  were  quiet  in  their  habits. 

One  evening  the  two  "Yanks"  invited  the 
residents  of  the  boarding  house  to  a  short  film 
show.  The  film  included  slides  of  scenery  in 
the  state  of  Utah,  a  picture  history  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  and  reproductions  of  archae- 
ological remains  in  Central  America. 

The  film  show  was  impressive,  and  I  did  not 
not  doubt  for  a  moment  that  the  Book  of 
Mormon  and  its  claims  were  true.  At  that 
time,  however,  I  was  only  interested  in  the 
historic  and  archaeological  aspect,  so  I  bor- 
rowed the  book  to  read.  Because  I  was  looking 
into  the  Book  of  Mormon  with  this  point  of 
view  I  completely  missed  the  significance. 

By  the  time  I  was  finished  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon I  was  well  acquainted  with  the  elders; 
but  I  could  not  understand  their  missionary 
work.  It  seemed  to  me  that  as  long  as  a 
person  belonged  to  a  Christian  denomination 
everything  was  all  right.  The  elders  soon 
changed  my  religious  ideas  by  giving  me 
pamphlets. 


After  reading  a  few  of  the  claims  made  by 
the  "Mormon"  Church  my  curiosity  was 
aroused  and  I  re-read  the  Book  of  Mormon 
Now  I  realized  the  importance  of  the  elders' 
message  and  I  began  to  test  the  claims  of  the 
Church.  I  found  them  to  contain  truth,  and 
I  was  invited  to  attend  cottage  meetings. 

After  learning  of  the  gospel  and  living  its 
precepts  I  received  a  growing  conviction  that 
it  was  the  restored  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
The  elders  must  have  sensed  this  and  they 
asked  me  if  I  would  like  to  be  baptised.  I 
knew  it  was  what  I  was  waiting  for  and  I 
accepted. 

I  have  never  been  happier  than  since  I  ac- 
cepted Mormonism.  I  am  indeed  grateful  for 
being  blessed  with  the  opportunity  I  have  had, 
and  I  humbly  pray  that  all  seekers  after  truth 
may  be  similarly  blessed.

"A  thing  of  beauty  is  a  joy  forever: 
Its  loveliness  increases;  it  will  never 
Pass  into  nothingness;  ..." 

rriHUS  wrote  the  poet  John  Keats.  We  are 
all  acquainted  with  various  forms  of 
beauty.  The  eye  beholds  beauty  in  a  land- 
scape, a  sunset,  flowers,  form,  colour,  motion, 
light  and  shade.  The  ear  makes  it  possible  for 
us  to  become  enchanted  by  harmonious  or 
melodious  sounds,  songs,  music  and  loved  ones' 
voices. 

The  Relief  Society  programme  helps  us  to 
develope  appreciation  of  beauty,  for  the  object 
of  Relief  Society  is  to  foster  love  for  truth, 
education,  culture  and  refinement. 


Two  new  courses  of  study  are  being  intro- 
duced. The  new  literature  course  is  entitled 
"Shakespeare  in  our  lives."  Through  this 
course  we  shall  increase  our  appreciation  for 
the  wisdom  of  one  of  the  greatest  English 
writers. 

Shakespeare  really  understood  life.  When 
we  read  his  plays  we  are  always  meeting  our 
own  experiences  and  are  constantly  surprised 
by  some  phrase  which  expresses  what  we 
thought  to  be  our  own  discovery  and  con- 
stantly we  are  using  some  of  his  expressions, 
sometimes  without  even  realizing  that  they 
came  from  him,  such  as,  "There  is  something 
in  the  wind"  or,  "He  has  eaten  me  out  of 
house  and  home."  There  are  many  more  that 
could  be  quoted. 


He  was  familiar  with  great  becks  and  knew 
the.Bible  and  its  moral  teachings.  Many  bibli- 
cal phrases  appear  in  his  plays,  and  he  made 
frequent  allusion  to  biblical  incidents. 

Samuel  Taylor  Coleridge,  the  most  impor- 
tant Shakespearean  critic  of  his  time  said: 
"Shakespeare   has   no   innocent    adulteries,   no 


interesting  incests,  no  virtuous  vice;  he  never 
renders  that  amiable  which  religion  and  reason 
alike  teach  us  to  detest.  .  .  If  he  occasionally 
disgusts  a  keen  sense  of  delicacy,  he  never 
injures  the  mind;  he  neither  excites  nor 
flatters  passion  in  order  to  degrade  the 
subject  of  it;  he  does  not  use  the  faulty 
thing  for  a  faulty  purpose,  nor  carries  on  war- 
fare against  virtue  by  causing  wickedness  to 
appear  as  no  wickedness  through  the  medium 
of  a  morbid  sympathy  with  the  unfortunate.  In 
Shakespeare  vice  never  walks  as  in  twilight; 
nothing  is  purposely  out  of  place;  he  inverts 
not  the  order  of  nature  and  propriety  .  .  .  .

Martin  Harris  took  116  translated  pages 
of  the  Book  of  Mormon  to  show  to  his 
family.  Enemies  took  them  from  him 
before  he  returned  them  to  Joseph  Smith. 
Martin  Harris  took  a  transcript  of 
characters  from  the  gold  plates  to  Pro- 
fessor Charles  Anthon  of  Columbia 
University  in  New  York  City. 
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HPHE  twenty-fourth  of  July  in  the  State  of 
Utah  is  a  day  of  great  significance.  It 
was  the  day  a  group  of  travel  weary  members 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  landed  in  the  Salt  Lake  valley.  This 
vanguard  of  pioneers  marked  the  beginning 
of  the  fulfillment  of  a  prophecy  made  five 
years  previous,  by  a  prophet  of  God,  Joseph 
Smith,  "that  the  Saints  would  continue  to  suf- 
fer much  affiliction  and  finally  be  driven  to  the 
Rocky  Mountains.  He  declared  many  would 
apostatize  and  others  die  as  martyrs,  but  some 
would  live  to  assist  in  making  settlements  and 
build  cities  and  see  the  Saints  become  a  mighty 
people  in  the  midst  of  the  Rocky  Mountains."' 
This  prophecy  was  foreshadowed  in  a  revela- 
tion given  in  1831  in  which  the  Lord  said, 
"Zion  shall  flourish  upon  the  hills  and  rejoice 
upon  the  mountains,  and  shall  be  assembled 
together  unto  the  place  which  I  have 
appointed."  (D.  &  C.  Sec.  49  :  25) 

There  were  mixed  feelings  as  this  little  mob 
driven  band  of  pioneers  halted  at  the  mouth  of 
Emigration  Canyon.  It  had  been  a  long  trek 
from,  "Nauvoo  the  Beautiful"  to  this  new 
home;  they  had  suffered  hardships,  privation 
and  hunger.  They  were  tired  and  worn  and 
now  as  they  looked  over  this  valley  and  saw 


THIS  IS  THE  PLACE  MONUMENT     .... 

"One  of  the  great  states  of  the  Union  had  its 
beginning  a  hundred  years  ago  when  Brigham 
Young  looked  out  over  the  valley  of  the  Great 
Salt  Lake  and  made  his  prophetic  declaration: 
'This  is  the  place.'  "  President  Harry  S.  Truman 
paid  this  tribute  to  the  Mormon  pioneers  as  a 
monument,  erected  at  the  mouth  of  Emigration 
Canyon  overlooking  Salt  Lake  Valley,  was  un- 
veiled to  their  honour.  The  monument,  in 
colourful  artistry,  depicts  the  train  of  the 
interesting  and  oft-told  story  of  the  settling  and 
growth  of  the  Western  United  States.  It  stands 
also,  as  a  monument  to  the  'wsion  of  Brigham 
Young  who  saw  a  promise  that  manv  had 
ignored. 


I» 
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a  barren  wasteland,  to  some  at  least,  it  must 
have  been  a  heart  breaking  scene. 

Clara  Decker  Young,  wife  of  the  leader,  is, 
reported  to  have  said,  "I  have  come  1.200 
miles  to  reach  this  valley  and  walked  much  of 
the  way  but  I  am  willing  to  walk  a  thousand 
miles  farther  rather  than  remain  here."  But  the 
man,  who  more  than  anyone  else  was  respon- 
sible for  them  reaching  the  valley,  was  not 
discouraged.  He,  Brigham  Young,  had  seen 
in  vision,  this  desert  land  blossom  as  a  rose  and 
nothing  could  daunt  him.  Wilford  Woodruff 
describes  this  dramatic  scene  in  these  words, 
"When  we  came  out  of  the  canyon  in  full  view 
of  the  valley  I  turned  the  side  of  my  carriage 
around  open  to  the  west,  and  President  Young 
arose  from  his  bed  and  took  a  survey  of  the 
country.  While  gazing  on  the  scene  before 
us,  he  was  enrapt  in  vision  for  several  minutes. 
He  had  seen  the  valley  before  in  vision,  and 
upon  this  occasion,  he  saw  the  future  glory  of 
Zion  and  of  Israel,  as  they  would  be,  planted 
in  the  valleys  of  these  mountains.  When  the 
vision  had  passed,  he  said,  'It  is  enough.  This 
is  the  right  place.     Drive  on!'  " 

Many  volumes  of  history  have  been  written 
about  the  events  that  followed  which  tells  the 
story  of  a  courageous  and  God-fearing  people. 
Members  of  the  Church  all  over  the  world 
have  been  thrilled  as  they  have  heard  or  read 
of  these  early  pioneer  experiences,  and  the 
great  sacrifice  made  by  the  founders  of  Mor- 
monism.  that  the  Church  and  Kingdom  of  God 
here  on  the  earth  might  not  be  swept  away  in 
the  whirlwind  of  hate  and  persecution  that 
followed  its  establishment. 

We,  as  a  later  generation,  owe  much  to  the 
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great  vision  and  strength  of  character  of  men 
like  Brigham  Young  and  those  associated  with 
him.  We  owe  much  to  the  great  leaders  who 
followed;  they  were  men  of  faith,  integrity,  and 
above  all,  of  vision-  "Surely  without  vision 
the  people  would  have  perished." 

Here  in  South  Africa,  we  have  our  own  pio- 
neer stories  which  have  a  striking  similarity 
to  the  Mormon  story.  It  was  my  privilege  to 
visit  the  Voortrekker  Monument  in  Pretoria  a 
few  months  ago,  and  as  I  viewed  the  panels  of 
the  historic  freeze,  I  could  not  help  but  feel 
a  certain  kinship  for  the  great  pioneers 
of  this  land.  The  story  told  in  these 
panels  was  not  unlike  the  stories  my  grand- 
father and  grandmother  used  to  tell  me,  when 
I  was  a  very  small  boy,  about  the  early  pioneers 
of  Utah.  I  believe  that  you  people  in  this 
wonderful  country  of  South  Africa  have  a 
great  heritage,  even  as  you  have  a  great  herit- 
age through  adoption  into  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

We  can  gain  much  from  the  experience  of 
the  past.  Today  as  we  approach  the  110th 
anniversary  of  the  coming  of  the  Mormon  pio- 
neers to  the  valley  of  Utah,  may  our  hearts  be 
full  of  gratitude  and  thanksgiving  for  the 
pioneers  of  all  countries.  Let  us  pause  and 
pay  tribute  to  the  men  and  women  of  yesterday 
who  had  the  courage  to  follow  an  ideal,  who 
gave  their  lives  in  many  cases,  that  you  and  I 
might  have  a  better  world  in  which  to  live,  both 
temporally  and  spiritually. 

What  of  the  future?  We  of  today  are  the 
pioneers  of  tomorrow  and  who  is  there  to  say 
that  our  challenge  is  not  as  great.  We  still 
need  men  and  women  of  "Faith",  "integrity" 
and  "with  great  vision" . 


BRIGHAM  YOUNG 

Men  of  all  nations  have  recognized  the  amaz- 
ing ability  possessed  by  this  leader  who  opened 
a  frontier  empire  and  made  a  desert  "blossom 
as  a  rose."  Though  some  have  made  him  the 
butt  of  strained  jokes  and  sly  remarks,  those 
who  saw  the  man  and  his  ability  had  to  acknow- 
ledge his  greatness.  His  likeness,  in  granite 
statuary,  sits  with  the  other  great  "nation 
builders"   in   the   American   Hall   of   Fame. 


VOORTREKKER  MONUMENT     .... 

This  stone  monument  stands  on  the  hills  near 
Pretoria,  a  symbol  of  the  solidarity  of  the 
pioneer  spirit  that  it  was  erected  to  com- 
memorate. A  dream  to  build  such  a  monument 
rested  for  many  years  in  the  minds  of  the 
progeny  of  the  Voortrekkers.  On  the  centenary 
of  the  "Day  of  the  Covenant,"  December  16, 
1938,  a  foundation  stone  was  laid  and  a  tribute 
to  brave  men  and  women  began  to  grow.  The 
monument,  and  the  yearly  memorial  service 
when  the  quiet  ray  of  sun  strikes  through  the 
dome  onto  the  cenotaph,  are  known  and  re- 
spected  throughout  the  world.

Brigham  Young  was  horn  June  I,  1801.  rfl  Whittingham,  a  small  town  in  Vermont. 
He  died  August  29 .1877  hi  5ai:  £a/c^  C*/y.  Seventy-three  years  after  his  death  a  statue 
of  him,  heroic  in  size,  created  from  Italian  marble  by  his  grandson,  Mahonri  Younq, 
an  internationally  famous  sculp'  '  aced  in  the  Sational  Capitol  Hall  of  Fame, 

Washington,  D.C.       Brigham  Young  combined  spiritual  insight  and  religious  sincerity 
with  practical  wisdom  in  a  way  tc>  make  him  a  statesman  of  the  highest  order.     He 

the    qualities    that   grow    with    greatness.       In    his    historic    career   he 
undaunted  amidst  the  vicissitudes  and  the  turbulence  of  war  and  murder,  yet  he  was 
gentle  and  benevolent  toward  all  men. 

It  was  said  of  him  at  the  time  of  the  dedication  of  this  monument,  that  the  mark  of 
j'-nius    was  stamped  on    Western   America.      And  he   was   appraised   as    "one  of 
the  most  outstanding  men  that  the  Sineteenlh  Century  has  produced." 

Herbert  Hoover,  former  President  of  the  United  States,  said:  "One  of  the  finest 
communities  in  the  whole  United  States  sprang  from  Brigham  Young's  founding." 
George  Shaw  had  this  to  say  :  Brigham  Young  lived  to  become  immortal  in  history 
as  an  American  Moses,  by  leading  his  people  through  the  wilderness  into  an  unpromised 
land." 

At  the  unveiling  of  this  statue.  Vice  Pre ddent  Alben  W.  Barkley  said:  "Brigham 
Young  was  no  less  a  builder  of  a  state  than  Thomas  Jefferson,  George  Rogers  Clark. 
Lewis  and  Clark,  or  John  C-  Fremont,  because  Brigham  Young  was  not  merely  a 
religious  leader;  he  was  a  pioneer,  carrying  throughout  the  plains,  deserts,  and  the 
mountains  and  valleys  of  the  West,  the  right  of  free  worship,  the  right  guaranteed 
undet  our  Constitution,  but  he  was  a  statesman  as  well" 

This  is  President  J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr.'s  estimate  of  him :  "Brigham  Young — a 
pioneer,  unmatched  in  the  whole  hemisphere,  a  statesman,  with  a  planned  intermountain 
commonwealth  of  empire  proportions;  a  friend  of  the  poor,  a  lover  of  his  fellow  men, 
moving  from  Missouri  the  mob-driven,  sick  and  destitute  Saints  ;  an  unexcelled  leader 
of  men,  trekking  his  people  a  thousand  miles  over  plains,  through  mountain  vastnesses, 
into  barren  valleys,  and  holding  them  there,  intact,  while  gold  seekers  eddied  about 
and  flowed  through  and  past  them;  a  spiritual  giant,  loved,  honored,  obeyed,  and  trusted 
as  in  very  deed  the  prophet,  seer,  and  revelator  of  his  people." 
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
